Black and gloomy was the Day, and 
Thunder, and Hail, and Lightnings, wel- 
com'd the Full Aſſembly. 

Closd were Robins well-frequented 
Doors, as in the Time of Plague; and 
Jonathan and Crew retired to the Sy- 
nagogue, to deprecate the Impending 
Danger. 

Fatal had been the Reſult of this Con- 
greſs; Rapine, Beggary, Chains, Mur- 
ther, Self-murther, and every other E- 
vil had Change- Alley on that Day brought

a Barber”s-Shop: Notwithſtanding it muſt 
be allowed there are Cunning Shavers in 
Both thoſe Places.

Their Mother was the Renown'd 
Awvaritia, a Datch Woman, Famous for 
having Teemd with many and moſt Ill 
contriv'd Sooter-kins; and that, long be- 
fore ſhe curs'd the World with the In- 
| famous Litter whereof I now treat. 
2 _ She Conceiv'd in a Garret, in York- 
{ Med, „ Baildings, facing the River Thames, about 
| Hebe, the latter End of the Glorious Reign of 
„our late Queen; and was Deliver'd of 
: her Eldeſt Brute, on the Ocean, between 
Harwich and the Brill. — This Brute came 
forth ſingle, having, alone, given her 
Mother every Sorrow of Parturition, 
which ſhe felt, not many Years after, 
in producing the reſt, at One tedious 
Birth. They were All the Spawn of

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one Conception; Nꝰ. 365 Living, be- 
ſides as many Abortives at the ſame 
Time. 

Their Father was ——— Trickſter, 
an Engliſhnan, whoſe Chriſtian Name 
is buried in the dark Records of Infa- 
my, and cannot be made publick. But, 
be that as it will, ſuch as both their 
Names are, ſuch was both their Na- 
tures, and ſuch their Offsprings alſo ; 
he, in the Male; ſhe, in the Female; 
he, in his Kind; ſhe, in hers; Both 
as bad as bad can be: And, I think, 
we have little elſe to do with the Pa- 
rents, but to Curſe the Day wherein 
they were Born. | 

Of Oceana, the Eldeſt Brute, (for fo 
ſhe was call'd, for other Reaſons, be- 
fides the Place of her Birth ;) many 
ſtrange and ſurprizing Things are told, 
as, that ſhe was magically Begotcen ; 
and that her Mother became Impreg- 
nate by the wafting of a certain Cabal. 
liſtical Rod over her Womb, the Night 
whereon whereby the unintelligi- 
ble Art of Amuletts, Faſcination, and 


Charms, was infus'd into her with the

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firſt Speck of Life: Accordingly, ſhe 


bewitch'd Thouſands to fall in Love 


With her, and to ſpend their whole For- 
tunes upon her: And what 1s monſtrous 
in her, is, that tho? ſhe has reduc'd 'em 
all to Skin and Bone, yet her Luſt is 
not one Bit abated ; and ſhe runs a whor- 
10g after new Lovers every Day, many 
whereof grow ſo ſoon tired of her Tricks 
and Artifices, that they forſake her as 
faſt as they take to her. She had a- 
bout Twenty Six Heads upon her Shoul- 
ders, and above Two Thouſand Five 
Hundred ſeveral Joints and Limbs ; 

But then, ſad Heads they were; and 
indeed ! forry were moſt Part of the 
Members and Limbs; yea! ſorry, * 
their own Confeſſion. 

By the Power of Magick, ſhe very 
often whip'd off ſome of her Heads; 

(not in Story, like Hercales and Hydra, 
but really and truly, (for, indeed, they 
deſerv'd to be whip'd off;) and by the 


ſame Magick, ſhe whip'd others into 
their Place again, 


As to her Members, and Joints, and

old Bawd's; and ſo on, ad Infinitum. 
Her Bulk and Stature was, ſometimes, 
of the firſt Magnitude; ſometimes of the 
moderate Size; but, thro' the extream 
Softneſs of moſt of her Heads, and thro? 
want of Brains therein, ſufficient to cir- 
culate Life and Spirits thro' the whole 
Hodg-podg of her Body, at this Day 
ſhe is dwindled to a Skeleton; nay, al- 
moſt to nothing, beyond the Power (as 
is thought) of her Father's Magick ; of 
her Mother's Childrens, or of her own 
Skill in Spells and Pharmaceutricy, to 
reſtore her to Health and Corpulency a- 
gain. : 
The Dutch Damn her; the French 
cry, Pox take her; the Swiſs Cantons 
have Exontiaitiicated her, and all her 
Friends and Relations, from ever Com- 
municating with them, in any Thing, 
by Reaſon of her Sorceries and Witch- 
B 2 craſts,

The Iriſhmen, promiſcuouſly Proteſtant 


and Papilt, curſe her to the Devil; and 
pray that ſhe may never eat Potatoes: 
And, in ſhort, almolt all the Nations of 
Europe have ſuffer d by her Abominati- 
ons. My Accounts are not yet arriv'd 
from Scotland. 

But, this being an Anticipation of the 
Thred of my Hiſtory, 1 beg Leave to 
obſerve, that about the Time that Ocea- 
na was in her Bloom, and the Eyes of 
all Nations, Kingdoms, and People, were 
upon her, and paid their Court with ut- 


molt Induſtry, and at every Expence; 
(for ſhe was like other Topping La-

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So have I ſeen a tender Nymph 
from Northampton, freſh, and fair, and 
well-limb'd, and handſome, and young, 
on her firſt Appearance in Town, 
humbly content with moderate Gain 
and Shew ; Callico, and Bread, and 
a Play, was an Holy-day Feaſt for 
Madam. But when the Heroes, at 
Garaways, had once ſingled her out, 
and became Rivals and Bidders for 
her Love, and extol'd her Beauty, 
and enhaunc'd her Price, the ſawcy 
Slut ſtep'd out Dutcheſs all at once. 
Her primitive Lodgings, Up-ſtairs, 
grew worſe to her than her Country 
Cottage ; ſhe mult have a Parlour a 
Drawing-Room ; a Dreſſing-Room; and, 
above all, a Bed-Chamber or Two. A 
Coach, with a Pair only, was as vulgar 
as a Country Cart; and a Berlin and 
Six, with a White Footman, and a Black 
Valet, was the leaſt Attendance her 
Grace could be content with : Her Cal- 
lico grew into a Damask ; ber Damask 
was metamorphos d into a Brocade; and 
ſo Madam knew not her ſelf; not what 
ſhe came from; not what ſhe might

come to; from the abundant Pride of 
her Heart. ' But, lo! the Gentry grow 


ſick and weary ; Madam is diſcover'd 


to be falſe at Heart, and unſound at Bot- 
tom: She keeps Bullies; ſhe Paints, the 
Patches, and Palmes falſe Dice upon 
them all at Play. Why! what then? 
Why they look ſimply, baving Cullied 
one another; ſhe is kick'd up to her 
ancient Garret, there to ſtarve, die, and 
diflolve; and they go Home with emp- 
ty Purſes, and with aking Hearts. Pro- 
batum eſt, 

Bur, as I was ſaying, when Oceana 
Was in her Bloom, and her Charms en- 
liven'd all the happy Crowd about her, 
nor were her Deformities diſcover'd, nor 
did her Witch-craft and Incantations 
appear, nor were her Cheats and Falla- 
cies laid open; her Mother Avaritia was 
deliver d of Three Hundred Sixty Five 
Living Brutes, and as many Abortive 


Dead ones, which was occaſion d by an 


Iniquity of her's with the Parſon of 
the Pariſh. He, good Man, ſent one 
Day for 4varitia, and told her what in- 
famous and wicked Pranks were plac'd 

to 
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to the Charge of her Daughter Oceana, 
and that if Oceana didn't confeſs and 
repent, and deny the Devil and all his 
Works, ſhe would deſtroy her own 
Soul and. Body, and all the Souls 
and Bodies ſhe had to do with, for 
ever. 

Avaritia began to exclaim, deny, and 
curſe, and ſwear ; and the Parſon inſiſt- 
ing upon ſome Things that look'd too like 
Truth, and preſſing the Facts and Fal- 
lacies too home upon her, ſhe cut all 
his Arguments down at once, by a Fi- 
gure call'd Perjury, {wore off all to his 
Face, and wiſh'd that ſhe might ſoon 
be deliver'd of twice as many Monſters 
as there are Days in the Year, if her.

And ſhe had her Wiſh, Oceana Was 
found to be a Whore and a Cheat;

was a worthy Siſter of Oceana. The
